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and sports; he also enjoyed reading, collecting, nature, bird

WHEREAS, Sholom Gliksman was a board member of Chicago
Audubon, Oak Park Temple, and the Jewish Reconstructionist

Congregation in Evanston; and

WHEREAS, Sholom Gliksman was preceded in death by his
father, HaRav Shlomo HaCohen Gliksman; his mother, Anna
Robinson; his brothers, Harry and Rabbi Mordechai Gliksman; and
his sisters, Mrs. Sonya Gliksman Feigenbaum and Paula Gliksman;
